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THE  ELDER  HISTORICAL  RECORD 

AN  INTRODUCTION 

By  The  Historian 

My  oldest  ancestor  that  I  find  in  the  Elder  line  of  my  family, 
is  GEORGE  ELDER.  He  is  of  Scotch-Irish  birth.  He  was  a  soldier 
in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

I  have  had  correspondence  with  quite  a  number  of  people  by  the 
name  of  Elder,  but  so  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  relative  of 
George  Elder  outside  of  his  immediate  family.  I  feel  sure  we  are  all 
related  because  of  the  similarity  of  names  that  have  been  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation.  And  from  the  places  where  they  have 
been  located. 

If  any  one  in  reading  this  book,  can  give  me  any  information  con¬ 
cerning  my  family,  I  shall  be  very  pleased  to  hear  from  them. 

The  earliest  information  I  have  of  George  Elder  is,  he  had  an 
interest  in  a  tract  of  land  of  five  thousand  acres,  in  the  County  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  (The  first  Deed  or  Land 
Grant  to  this  tract  of  land  was  made  September  9-10,  1681,  by  William 
Penn,  of  Worminghurst,  in  the  County  of  Sussex,  in  Great  Briton, 
Esquire,  Proprietor  and  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania.) 
There  was  some  difficulty  in  clearing  of  the  title,  as  some  of  the  early 
Deeds  were  lost.  The  Estate  was  finally  settled  January  27,  1775. 
GEORGE  ELDER  was  then  given  a  tract  of  land  situated  in  the  Tp. 
of  Hopewell,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  Province  of  the  aforesaid,  be¬ 
ginning  at  corner  marked  Hickory,  standing  near  Broad  Top,  alias 
Walnut  Top,  thence  North  83  degrees  --  West  per  to  a  post  standing 
near  a  marked  Hickory,  thence  South  388  per  to  a  Locust  post,  thence 
East  371  per  to  another  Locust  post,  then  North  53  degrees  —  East  190 
per  to  a  corner  marked  White  Oak,  then  North  16  degrees  —  West 
226  per  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  one  thousand  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  one  half  acres. 

George  Elder  also  owned  land  at  Cove  Station,  in  Wood-Cock  Valley, 
Union  Tp.,  Huntingdon  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  Estate  was  called 
“Union  Green.”  The  foundation  of  two  stone  houses  and  a  barn,  can  be 
seen  at  the  present  time.  Dr.  Stoler  (whose  mother  was  an  Elder)  of 
Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  has  the  crane  that  stood  in  the  fireplace  in 
one  of  these  houses.  This  farm  is  about  one-quarter  mile  from  the 
little  town  of  Cherry  Town.  There  is  a  family  burying  ground  on  the 
farm,  called  Piney  Creek  Cemetery.  (Piney  Creek  runs  through  the 
farm.)  There  are  five  graves  in  this  burying  ground,  with  native 
stone  markers,  but  no  inscription  on  them.  An  elderly  gentleman  by 
the  name  of  Weaver  living  in  Cherry  Town,  states  that  the  first  Elder 
that  came  in  there,  and  that  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  on  this  farm, 
also  some  children. 

George  Elder  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Vogan,  lived  on  this  farm  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  Here  is  where  their  seven  children  were  born,  and  where 
Sarah  was  captured  by  the  Indians. 
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History  tells  us  Sarah  was  noted  for  her  hospitality,  her  gener¬ 
osity  and  kindness  to  the  sick  and  the  poor.  She  would  walk  miles  to 
visit  a  sick  neighbor,  carrying  her  little  basket  of  dainties  on  her  arm. 
(Her  daughters  had  the  same  reputation).  The  day  she  was  captured 
was  a  beautiful  May  day,  Sabbath  afternoon.  She  had  been  visiting  a 
sick  neighbor,  Mrs.  Skelly,  when  she  prepared  to  go  home,  the  son, 
Felix  Skelly,  agreed  to  accompany  her  part  way.  They  had  not  gone 
far  when  Mrs.  Elder  noticed  an  Indian  party  concealed  behind  some 
elder  bushes.  She  told  the  boy  to  run,  as  there  were  Indians  near,  but 
he  did  not  see  them  and  hesitated.  They  were  both  captured,  later  the 
boy  escaped.  Mrs.  Elder  heard  her  children  coming  to  meet  her,  sing¬ 
ing  through  the  woods.  She  toid  the  Indians  to  hurry  away,  as  the 
Whites  were  coming.  Thus,  she  saved  her  children  from  being  killed  or 
captured. 

On  the  march  Mrs.  Elder  was  given  a  long  handled  skillet  to 
carry,  and  when  they  stopped  at  an  Indian  village  one  evening,  (word 
had  been  sent  on  ahead  they  were  coming  with  prisoners),  the  Indians 
thought  they  would  have  some  sport  with  the  prisoners.  They  were 
lined  up  in  two  rows,  armed  with  clubs  and  paddles.  Mrs.  Elder  was 
compelled  to  pass  through  them.  The  first  one  to  strike  her,  in  doing  so, 
his  scant  dress  exposed  his  person,  which  Mrs.  Elder  saw  and  anticipated 
his  intention,  by  dealing  him  a  blow  on  the  exposed  part  with  the  skiPet, 
which  sent  him  sprawling  to  the  ground.  This  caused  quite  a  bit  of 
merriment  among  the  Indians,  and  intimidated  several.  Then  one  more 
thought  he  would  have  a  little  fun,  and  raised  his  club.  But  Mrs.  Elder 
was  too  quick  for  him,  and  she  struck  him  a  blow  on  the  head  with  the 
frying  pan  that  made  him  see  more  stars  than  ever  lit  the  “Welkin 
dome.”  The  Indians  considered  her  an  Amazon  and  she  passed  through 
the  lines  without  further  molestations. 

The  squaws  thought  they  would  have  some  fun  too,  by  pulling  her 
hair  and  pelting  her  with  sand.  She  again  had  recourse  to  the  formid¬ 
able  weapon  --  the  long  handled  pan  --  until  the  squaws  were  right 
glad  to  get  out  of  her  reach. 

M  rs.  Elder  was  taken  to  Detroit,  then  into  Canada.  She  was  held 
prisoner  for  two  years.  She  was  made  the  wife  of  an  Indian  Chief,  by 
whom  she  had  two  children,  which  she  left  with  the  Indians  when  she 
was  released.  An  English  officer  arraigned  for  her  freedom.  He  gave 
her  a  Bible,  for  her  courage  and  bravery,  which  was  printed  in  London, 
England  in  1734.  My  cousin  William  Elder  has  this  Bible.  He  is  now 
living  in  Detroit,  Michigan. 

William  Elder  also  has  the  saber  used  by  Isaac  Vogan,  (brother  of 
Sarah  Vogan,  wife  of  George  Elder),  with  which  he  killed  an  English 
officer  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  (Isaac  Vogan  is  buried  in  the 
family  burying  ground  on  the  Elder  farm  near  Bedford,  Bedford  County, 
Pennsylvania.) 

George  Elder  moved  from  Huntingdon  County,  Pennsylvania,  to 
Cumberland  Valley  Tp.,  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1781.  This 
Elder  farm  was  in  the  Elder  family  for  146  years  when  it  was  sold 
to  a  stranger.  The  last  Elder  to  own  this  farm  was  Jasper  Elder.  (There 
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is  another  Elder  farm  at  Buffalo  Mills,  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania, 
which  is  still  in  the  Elder  family.  Walter  Elder  is  now  the  owner.  My 
Grandmother  Eliza  Cessna  Elder  Ash  was  born  on  this  farm). 

My  Grandfather  Achor  Elder  and  all  his  brothers  and  sisters  were 
born  on  the  farm  near  Bedford.  As  was  my  father  Curtis  Sylvander 
Elder  and  all  his  brothers  and  sisters,  except  his  younger  brother, 
Horace  who  was  born  in  Mahoning  County,  Ohio.  Their  father,  Achor 
Elder  with  his  family  having  removed  from  Bedford  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  to  Mahoning  County,  Ohio,  in  1854. 

My  grandfather  died  April  29,  1855  and  is  buried  near  Greenford. 

My  uncle,  Jonothan  Cessna  Hendrickson  Elder,  told  me,  when 
they  lived  on  the  farm  near  Bedford,  they  owned  a  long  barrelled  flint¬ 
lock  rifle,  which  they  called  “Copenhagen”.  It  was  used  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

George  Elder  took  up  other  tracts  of  land  in  Bedford  County, 
Pennsylvania,  June  21,  1794  as  did  his  wife,  Sarah  Vogan,  and  some 
of  their  children. 

After  the  death  of  my  grandfather,  grandmother  with  her  children 
moved  to  Seneca  County,  Ohio,  and  bought  a  farm  where  the  children 
were  raised.  (This  farm  was  later  owned  by  my  Uncle  Edmond  and 
Aunt  Emaline  Elder  Ash).  Then  grandmother  married  Mr.  Emanuel  Ash. 

Achor  and  Eliza  Cessna  Elder’s  grandchildren  were  all  born  in 
Ohio,  except  my  sister,  Aurora  Olivia  Elder  Fraze,  and  myself  (Lillian 
Eleanor  Elder  Hull),  we  were  born  in  the  State  of  Kansas.  Our  parents 
having  “gone  West”  in  1871,  but  the  grasshoppers  and  drought  caused 
them  to  move  back  to  Ohio,  where  we  lived  until  November  1881,  when 
we  moved  to  Defiance  County,  Ohio,  south  east  of  Mark  Center.  My 
mother  died  on  this  farm  March  8,  1882. 

In  time  my  father  married  again  to  Miss  Emma  Jane  Crawford. 
They  raised  seven  children. 

We  owned  this  farm  sixty  two  years. 

I  was  born  in  Kansas,  raised  in  Ohio  and  have  lived  most  of  my 
married  life  in  Indiana. 

The  Elder  family  is  a  religious,  progressive,  hardy  pioneer  people. 
They  settled  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  then  scattered  to  the  four 
winds,  until  now  they  can  be  found  in  every  State  in  the  Union.  And 
we  of  the  younger  generation  are  proud  of  the  heritage  that  has 
come  down  to  us  from  this  old  Pioneer  Family. 

The  Elders  can  be  found  in  all  walks  of  life.  There  are  Ministers, 
Lawyers,  Doctors,  Merchants,  Artists,  Farmers  and  Schoolteachers. 

They  have  fought  in  every  war  in  which  this  country  has  been  en¬ 
gaged,  from  the  Indian  and  Revolutionary  War,  to  the  present  World 
War  II.

January  6,  1943. 

Rodney  Dale  Elder,  915  Jackson  avenue,  a  salesman  for  about  26 
years  with  the  Defiance  Grocery  company,  died  Wednesday  at  9:35  p.m. 
in  Defiance  hospital.

JAMES  ELDER,  son  of  George,  served  in  the  War  of  1812. 

LEWIS  ELDER  (wife  Lydia)  served  in  the  Civil  War. 

JOSHUA  H.  DICKEN,  served  in  the  Civil  War.  Quoting  from  a 
Wood  County  History  of  Ohio:  “Hardly  had  the  echoes  of  Ft.  Sumpter’s 
guns  died  away  when,  on  the  first  call  for  seventy-five  thousand  vol¬ 
unteers  from  President  Lincoln,  he  enlisted  in  Company  I,  21st  O.  V  .  I. 
for  three  months  service.  He  reenlisted,  becoming  a  member  of  Com¬ 
pany  K,  49th  O  .V.  I.  After  fourteen  months  of  active  service  was  dis¬ 
charged  November  17,  1862,  for  disability.  In  September  1864  he  again 
enlisted  becoming  a  member  of  164th  Regiment,  and  served  until  the 
close  of  the  War.” 

EDMOND  REED  ASH  served  in  the  Civil  War.  Enlisted  in  August 
1862  in  Company  K,  101st  O.  V.  I.  After  ten  months  service  was  dis¬ 
charged  June  14,  1863  for  disability.  He  served  in  the  one-hundred  day 
service  as  Corporal,  in  Company  E,  164th  Regiment  Ohio  National 
Guards  and  in  January  1865  he  enlisted  in  Company  E,  186th  Regiment 
O.  V.  I.,  was  discharged  September  18,  1865. 
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CURTIS  SYLVANDER  ELDER  served  in  the  Civil  War.  Enlisted 
at  the  age  of  seventeen,  November  5,  1863  as  a  private.  Took  train  at 
Kansas  Station,  Seneca  County,  Ohio.  Was  assigned  to  Company  K,  9th 
Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  Kilpatric’s  Second  Brigade,  Third  Division, 
Second  Corps  Cavalry.  Was  with  Sherman’s  Army.  Engaged  in  nine 
battles.  Discharged  July  5,  1865,  at  Salisbury,  Rowen  County,  North 
Carolina. 

NOAH  ELDER  HULL  served  in  World  War  I.  Enlisted  October 
13,  1917  at  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana.  Was  sent  to  Fort 
Thomas,  Kentucky.  Transferred  to  Company  C,  6th  Engineers  at  Wash¬ 
ington  Barracks,  October  23,  1917.  This  Company  went  across  the  last 
of  November.  Noah’s  baggage  was  loaded  on  the  ship.  He  took  sick 
and  was  sent  to  Walter  Reed  Hospital  November  27,  1917,  with  german 
measles,  took  scarlet  fever  December  1,  1917,  was  in  the  hospital  until 
January  21,  1918.  Transferred  to  1st  Replacement  Engineers  at  Wash¬ 
ington  Barracks.  Back  to  hospital  January  29  to  February  10,  1918 
with  mumps.  Received  warrant  as  Regimental  Supply  Sergeant  1st 
Replacement  Engineers  March  6,  1918.  Entered  officers  training  camp 
at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  May  5,  1918.  Commissioned  2nd  Lieutenant  En¬ 
gineers  June  3,  1918.  Was  sent  to  Fort  Humphreys,  Virginia,  to  Second 
Engineers  Training  Regiment.  June  17,  1918.  Transferred  to  521st 
Engineers  as  Battalion  Supply  Officer  August  30,  1918.  Sailed  for 
France  August  30,  1918  from  Hoboken,  Hudson  County,  New  Jersey 
on  U.  S.  S.  Susquehanna.  Landed  at  Brest,  France,  September  12,  1918. 
Was  sent  to  Mesves  Hospital  on  construction  work.  Then  until  February 
1919  when  he  was  sent  out  on  a  road  camp  east  of  Bourges,  France,  on 
road  repair.  Sailed  from  Saint  Nazaire,  June  11,  1919  on  Princess 
Matoika,  landed  at  Charleston,  Charleston  County,  South  Carolina,  June 
23,  1919.  Discharged  at  Camp  Jackson,  Columbia,  Richmond  County, 
South  Carolina,  July  1,  1919.  Arrived  home  in  Kendallville,  Noble 
County,  Indiana,  July  4,  1919. 

HARRY  C.  BRUBAKER  served  in  World  War  I.  Enlisted  Novem¬ 
ber  26,  1917  at  Toledo,  Lucas  County,  Ohio,  was  sent  to  Fort  Hayes, 
Columbus,  Franklin  County,  Ohio.  Trained  at  Camp  Green,  North 
Carolina,  and  Camp  Stewart,  Newport  News,  Warwick  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Left  the  states  April  15,  1918,  landed  at  Saint  Nazaire,  France, 
April  28.  Saw  action  at  Chateau  Thierry,  Montfaucon  and  Argonne 
Woods.  Was  wounded  October  15,  1918  in  action  in  the  Argonne  Forest. 
Returned  from  the  hospital  to  his  company  November  17,  1918.  His 
division  marched  all  the  way  into  Germany,  via  Luxembourg  and  along 
the  banks  of  the  Rhine  River.  His  company  was  stationed  at  Plaidt, 
about  twenty-five  miles  from  Coblenz,  Germany.  Was  with  the  Army 
of  Occupation  until  August  9,  1919.  Sailed  from  Brest,  France,  August 
13,  on  board  “Huron”,  homeward  bound.  Arrived  at  Camp  Merritt, 
N.  J.,  August  24,  and  discharged  at  Camp  Sherman,  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  on 
August  30,  1919.  Attained  the  rank  of  sergeant.  Was  awarded  The 
Purple  Heart,  and  was  given  a  Citation  following  the  action  around 
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Chateau  Thierry.  Was  a  member  of  Company  A,  Fourth  Infantry, 
Third  Divison,  from  start  to  finish. 


PHILIP  DAVID  BRUBAKER  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Enlisted 
March  11,  1942  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  He  received  his  training  at 
Clearwater,  Florida,  at  Conners,  Oklahoma,  and  Camp  Kearns,  Utah. 
Left  the  states  via  Seattle,  King  County,  Washington  in  August  1942, 
and  is  stationed  somewhere  in  the  Aleutian  Area.  At  present  he  is  a 
sergeant  in  the  ground  troops  of  the  344th  Fighter  Squadron,  Eleventh 
Air  Corps.  February  1945. 

LEVON  ACHOR  ELDER  served  in  World  War  I.  Enlisted  in 
October  1917.  Was  sworn  in  at  Columbus,  Franklin  County,  Ohio.  Trained 
at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  and  Ellington  Field,  Texas,  as  a  Radio  Operator 
in  the  Air  Corps.  Was  put  on  transport  in  New  \ork  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  to 
go  across,  the  same  day  the  Armistice  was  signed.  Did  not  leave  port. 
Discharged  in  February  (or  March)  1919  at  Camp  Sherman,  Chillicothe, 
Ross  County,  Ohio.  Attained  the  rank  of  sergeant. 

LOWELL  LEVON  ELDER  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Enlisted 
May  30,  1944,  assigned  to  radio  work  in  Air  Corps.  Trained  at  Scott 
Field,  Illinois.  Will  graduate  in  January  as  a  Radio  Operator  in  the  Air 
Corps.  November  3,  1944. 

CURTIS  ACHOR  ELDER  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Enlisted  March 
18,  1942,  at  Fort  Hayes,  Columbus,  Franklin  County,  Ohio.  Was  sent  to 
Fort  Benjamin  Harrison,  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana.  Trained 
at  Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi,  and  Camp  Hood,  Texas,  where  he  became 
Private  First  Class.  Then  attained  the  rank  of  Corporal.  Was  then  sent  to 
Leonville,  Saint  Landry  County,  Louisiana,  then  to  Camp  Carrabelle, 
Franklin  County,  Florida,  then  to  Camp  Livingston,  Louisiana,  where  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Army  Air  Force,  and  was  sent  to  Randolph  Field, 
San  Antonio,  Bexar  County,  Texas,  from  there  to  Victory  Field,  Vernon, 
Wilbarger  County,  Texas,  then  to  Garden  City,  Finney  County,  Kansas, 
then  to  Army  Air  Field,  Frederick,  Oklahoma,  where  he  received  his 
Wings,  February  8,  1944.  Was  then  sent  to  Navigation  School  at  San 
Marcas,  Hays  County,  Texas,  from  there  to  Morrison  Field,  West  Palm 
Beach,  Dade  County,  Florida.  He  left  the  states  for  overseas  service 
May  21,  1944.  Arrived  in  India.  Was  hospitalized  nine  days  due  to  a 
fever.  Then  to  quote  his  words,  “He  reached  the  end  of  the  trail.  ’  June 
16,  1944.  He  was  classed  First  Pilot  and  was  appointed  by  the  President 
as  Second  Lieutenant,  Army  of  the  United  States  for  detail  in  the  Air 
Corps.  September  30,  1944.  He  was  recommended  for  the  Air  Medal 
with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster.  He  has  his  own  plane  now,  No.  194,  with  his 
name  under  the  pilot’s  window. 


THURLO  PAUL  CONLEY  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Enlisted 
November  19,  1942  at  Los  Angeles,  Los  Angeles  County,  California,  in 
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the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  He  was  placed  on  inactive  duty,  to  continue 
his  Engineering  Course.  He  graduated  June  10,  1943  from  Compton 
College  at  Compton,  Los  Angeles  County,  California.  On  June  25,  1943 
he  was  called  to  active  duty  at  Fort  McArthur,  California.  On  July  1, 
1943  he  was  sent  to  Camp  Roberts,  California,  for  basic  training.  Upon 
completing  that,  he  was  accepted  for  Army  Specialized  Training,  and 
was  sent  to  the  University  of  Illinois,  at  Champaign.  From  there  he 
was  sent  to  Signal  Corps  School  at  Camp  Crowder,  Scott  County,  Mis¬ 
souri.  He  left  Camp  Crowder  in  October,  and  is  now  overseas.  Novem¬

ROBERT  WENDELL  CONLEY,  enlisted  in  the  Navy,  August  11, 
1944,  at  Los  Angeles,  Los  Angeles  County,  California.  Was  sent  to 
United  States  Training  Center  at  San  Diego,  San  Diego  County,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  He  was  assigned  to  Company  44-507  as  apprentice  seaman.  At 
this  time  a  heart  condition  developed,  after  observation  he  was  given 
a  Medical  Discharge  from  the  Naval  Training  Center,  San  Diego,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  October  6,  1944. 

CARL  RICHARD  ELDER  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Left  for  over¬ 
seas  service  October  13,  1944.  He  was  in  the  South  Pacific.  Dec.  9,  1944. 

MAX  BLOSSER  ELDER  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Was  inducted 
into  the  Navy  in  June  1944.  At  present  is  stationed  at  Camp  Perry, 
Virginia.

EDWARD  LEVON  REX  is  serving  in  World  War  II.  Entered  the 
service  in  November  1942.

He  took  part  in  the  African,  Sicilian, 
Italian  and  Normandy  invasions  and  was  in  command  of  one  of  the 
smaller  landing  craft  in  these  landings.  After  seventeen  months  of  sea 
duty  he  is  now  on  thirty  days  leave.

C.  S.  ELDER 

Another  modest  inventor,  Mr.  C.  S.  Elder  of  Mark  Centre,  Ohio, 
prefers  not  to  have  his  photograph  appear  in  connection  with  this  brief 
sketch.  Mr.  Elder  has  been  awarded  a  Wedderburn  medal  of  genius  on 
his  excellent  invention  in  car  brake.  This  inventor  was  born  in  Bedford 
county,  Pennsylvania  in  1845.  He  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  late  civil  war 
under  General  Sherman  during  1864  and  ’65,  and  was  in  the  Atlanta 
campaign,  and  also  figured  in  the  march  to  the  sea  with  Kilpatricks 
cavalry  division.  Afterwards  Mr.  Elder  owned  and  operated  a  saw  mill 
for  a  number  of  years. 

“My  first  idea  of  a  car  brake,”  writes  Mr.  Elder,  “was  suggested 
to  me  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  in  June,  1896,  while  I  was  there  for  a  number  of 
weeks  as  a  juror  in  the  U.  S.  Court.  Seeing  there  the  inefficiency  of  the 
car  brakes  in  use  on  street  cars,  and  noting  the  number  of  accidents 
daily,  I  commenced  to  think  of  the  utility  of  a  proper  hand  brake.  Know¬ 
ing  well  the  great  power  in  the  eccentric,  I  thought  why  not  apply  it  to 
a  car  brake,  hence  my  invention.”  This  invention  is  worthy  of  much 
commendation,  and  Mr.  Elder  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  first  attempt.

GEORGE  ELDER 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  Sept.  2nd  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  1799 
I,  George  Elder,  of  Cumberland  Valley  Township,  Bedford  County  and 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  being  stricken  in  years  and  weak  in  body  but  of 
perfect  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  given  unto  God  but  calling  to  mind 
the  mortality  of  the  Body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men 
once  to  die  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  that 
is  to  say  principally  and  first  of  all  I  give  and  recommend  it  to  the 
earth  from  whence  it  came  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  Christian  like 
manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  Executors  not  doubting  but  at  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Resuration  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty  power  of 
God  as  touching  such  worldly  Estate  wherewith  all  it  hath  pleased  God

Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  son  Robert  the  end  of  the  Plantation 
he  lives  on  in  Woodcock  Valley  from  the  marked  line  I  made  on  the 
South  side  of  the  bridge  run  the  other  and  of  said  place  I  sold  to 
Joseph  Shoub  and  am  bound  to  give  him  a  Patent  title  for  the  same  and 
Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  sons  John  and  James  the  Plan¬ 
tation  we  live  on  at  the  present  date  to  be  equal  between  them  but 
neither  of  them  is  to  sell  or  deal  away  his  half  in  any  way  without  the 
consent  of  the  other  and  if  any  of  the  two  Brothers  should  die  without 
Lawful  issue  then  the  Deceased  Part  of  all  should  desolve  to  the  sur¬ 
viving  one.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  daughter  Isbell  the 
mare  called  hers,  a  feather  Bed  Bedstead  and  bed  clothes  two  cows, 
Ewes,  a  spinning  wheel,  a  Bible  and  One  Hundred  pounds  in  cash  to  be 
paid  her  five  years  after  my  decease. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  daughter  Margaret  the 
mare  called  hers,  a  feather  Bed  and  Bedstead  with  Bedclothes,  two 
cows,  two  Ewes,  a  spinning  wheel,  a  Bible  and  one  hundred  pounds  to  be 
paid  her  eight  years  after  my  decease.  All  to  be  paid  my  beloved  sons 
John  and  James.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  well  beloved  wife  her 
feather  Bed  Bedstead  and  Bedclothes  her  chest  spinning  wheel  my  own 
mare,  her  saddle  and  the  Indented  time  of  Uhekah  McGibbons  and  the 
same  to  be  at  her  disposal  at  her  death,  the  remainder  of  the  stock  to 
be  equal  between  my  beloved  sons  John  and  James  only  my  beloved 
wife  shall  have  the  command  and  ordering  of  the  same  during  her 
widowhood  also  during  her  widowhood  to  have  the  command  of  the 
mansion  house  and  to  have  the  command  of  her  living  in  the  usual 
manner  out  of  the  Plantation  during  her  widowhood  the  Loom  and 
tacking  I  ordered  for  the  use  of  the  family,  but  as  Last  to  be  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  my  beloved  sons  John  and  James. 

I  also  order  the  family  to  live  together  in  a  loving  and  christianlike 
manner  as  usual  until  it  pleases  God  to  provide  for  the  two  girls  afore¬ 
mentioned.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  my  beloved  sons  John  and  James 
the  farming  utensils  Tools  and  Necessaries  also  all  the  household 
furniture  in  this  the  residue  of  my  Estate  only  my  Well  beloved  wife 
is  to  have  the  command  of  the  household  furniture  and  all  belonging 
to  her  bequeathed  kept  as  usual  during  her  widowhood,  also  my  beloved 
Daughters  Isbell’s  and  Margret’s  creatures  to  be  kept  as  usual  until 
it  pleases  God  to  provide  otherwise  for  them.  I  also  do  nominate  con¬ 
stitute  and  ordain  my  friend  Thomas  Coulter  Esq.  and  my  beloved  sons 
John  and  James  to  be  my  only  and  sole  Executors  of  this  my  Last  Will 
and  Testament.  And  I  do  hereby  utterly  disallow  and  disannul  all  my 
every  Testament  Wills  and  Legacies  bequeathed  and  Executors  by  me 
in  any  wise  before  this  date  willed  and  bequeathed  satisfying  and  con-

I  give  and  bequeath 
to  Elizabeth  Hicks  forty  dollars,  and  one  bed,  one  cow,  one  good  new 
buro,  and  to  Elizabeth  Hick’s  daughter  fifty  dollars  and  son  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  William  Fay,  son  of  George 
Fay’s  one  hundred  dollars.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  grandson 
William  Elder,  son  of  Eli  Elder  fifty  dollars.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  Sary  Ann  Elder,  daughter  of  Hannah  Warsing  fifty  dollars.  Which
